It is our pleasure to once again welcome you to our September Long Beach Signature Auction for World and

lots for your bidding pleasure. It will take a total of six auction sessions to sell the lots from over 200 consignors, 
in this official auction of the Long Beach Coin Expo.

As has become tradition, we have a wonderful selection of Latin American coins from Argentina to Mexico, 

and from Peru to Brazil. There are three golden “Sunface” 8 Escudos going under the hammer(including an 
MS63!) which are not commonly seen in a catalog but look under “Argentina” and there they are. Over 250 lots 
from Brazil are offered, including an amazing group of silver 640 Reis (from the Santana Collection), amongst 
which are an extremely rare 1816-B specimen, and all of the 5 dates struck at the Minas mint including the 
ultra-rare, one-year type 1818-M. We also feature a very interesting group of gold coins from South America’s 
largest country including a nearly unique 4000 Reis of 1820 struck at the Bahia mint. Our group of Cuban coins, 
although just 50 lots or so, is nothing short of amazing with every 1915 Proof issue, including the 20 Pesos in 
PF65 Cameo! From Mexico, several pre-1750 8 Escudos are offered, in addition to over 150 lots. Chile, Ecuador, 
Peru and Colombia are all proudly represented as well. 


From Europe, once again our offering of British coins is truly amazing with over 600 lots. Collectors of British 
coinage will enjoy reading Mr. Bruce Lorich’s brilliant descriptions and will certainly be able to find one or several 
pieces to add to their collections. Special attention should be paid to one of the most beautiful Henry VIII 
Sovereigns we have seen. France and Germany are both well represented with 150 and 250 lots respectively. 
Russia, which continues to move back up in value, has 239 lots with high grade proof issues, Gem gold and 
platinum, and rare medals. We especially enjoyed handling the beautifully diverse pieces of Russia. 


From the Asian continent, we present 250 lots from China, which despite a recent correction in value, 
continues to be the central area of interest in Asian numismatics. India, which is growing steadily in strength, is 
represented by nearly 100 lots with some very interesting proof pieces (special mention to the lots of the “Ted 
Reams Collection”) in Gold and Silver. 


Finally, from the grand continent of Africa, we have a beautiful group of South African coinage including Gem 
Ponds and better silver issues.

The JG Collection 


The consignor of The JG Collection grew up in the Midwest and began collecting when he was just 10, some 70 
years ago. His collection grew and grew, spreading from Unites States coins to Ancients, World, tokens, medals and 
other exonumia. Eventually, he settled on Ancient coinage as his specialty, as it offered him the ability to delve deep 
into the history and academic research he so enjoyed, but his United States and World coins are just as impressive. 
When Heritage picked up the collection, every single coin was meticulously cataloged and neatly tucked away in 
small 2 x 2 envelopes, many of which were marked from landmark auctions from the mid 1950s! Wrapping up an 
amazing collecting career is not easy, but the consignor has decided that it is time to let others enjoy the coins he 


has treasured for so long. 


The consignor’s professional life includes proudly serving in the United States Army during WW II, attending law 
school, earning his master’s degree, and having his own law practice in the Midwest for over 50 years. He has been 
married to the same “hometown gal” for 58 years. They have two grown children, one of whom is his law partner, 


and two grandchildren. 


The Kim Werner Collection of Ancient Greek Coins 

The late Kim Werner was born in Eau Claire, Wisconsin in 1944. He made a very 
successful career as a real estate attorney in Toledo, OH, which enabled him to pursue his 
passion for collecting across a broad spectrum. A lover of classical music, he assembled 
an impressive collection of antique sheet music, music boxes, and more than 4,400 CDs. 
Antiquarian books, French and English art, and gemstones also numbered among his 
collecting interests. He retired 12 years ago, allowing him to devote his full time and 


energy to his collections. He became an expert in each field and was very discriminating 





in his acquisitions, which shows throw clearly in his collection of ancient Greek coins. 


Colonel Ted Reams 

To show what kind of numismatist Colonel Reams was from the very beginning, he shared with me one of his 
earliest memories of coin collecting. He writes, “In 1972 as an inexperienced young airman stationed overseas, 
and a fledgling numismatist, when | finally got an irritated Turkish official at the Istanbul Mint to understand what 
| wanted, he returned with a handful of loose Proof Crowns. | carefully examined them all, chose the nicest of the 
lot, and then was horrified when he rubbed his thumb across the face to remove the toning. Before he put it in 
the official envelope, | quickly asked for another, which had been my second choice, indicated that | wanted it left 
untouched and bought both of them (so as not to irritate him further), selling the first one to a collector on the 


base at Karamursel.” 


This shows that even from the beginning, without any numismatic advice, Ted instinctively went for the finest of the 
bunch. When | met him in the 1980's, his mind was set on only finding the nicest example available and patience 
wasn’t a problem. He travelled a great deal, and | sent him coins to Europe, Hawaii, and various other US mainland 
addresses, as he travelled about in the service of his country. Sometimes the money for the purchase wasn’t there, 
but if the coin was nice enough, the arrangements could be made to ‘find’ the money which always added a little 
‘something’ to our deals. Ted was, and is, the kind of collector who would become a friend, as you travelled the 
world trying to find (mostly) George V coins, choice enough to satisfy his needs. We talked and wrote often and 
only half of the conversation was about coins. The rest was just conversation between friends. He wanted to know 


as much as possible about his coins, but knowing the circumstances of finding the coin had meaning to him as well. 


| trust the next owners will find thirty-plus years of enjoyment out of these beautiful coins of Ted's, as he did.

truly pleasing coin having residual luster, struck on a wonderful broad flan, the images perfectly centered and superbly detailed, Henry’s small 
face sharp to the eye, and remarkably pleasing surfaces almost entirely free from abrasion. In fact, the only “fault” the cataloguer can find 
is a faint rim bruise at 3 o'clock obverse. How did such a large coin, made of nearly pure (23 ct, 3.5 gr, or .995 fine) soft gold, ever survive in 
such splendid condition? We sometimes see the comment “miracle of survival” used for modern milled coins, but this coin is four and a half 
centuries old, and the expression takes on much more significance. All in all, then, this is a great example of a really historic coin — a very 
valuable piece of money worth 22 shillings and sixpence when it was created, a huge amount of buying power at the time, and the harbinger of 
centuries of coinage in gold called “the sovereign.” We cannot find a comparable quality specimen having sold for some time, and we note that 
Spink sold an example (also S-2267) in 2010, described as “extremely fine” but seemingly not quite this coin’s equal, for £62,000. 


It was the best of times. It was the worst of times. When young Henry Tudor was crowned in 1509, he inherited a wealthy realm. His very person 
represented a sunburst of opportunity for the English. He was a powerful man, physically and mentally. He was well schooled. He was also dan- 
gerous to any political opponent who dared to question his will. And he was a deeply troubled man. His early vigor declined as sport took its toll 
on his body. He could not sire the male heir(s) he so wished for, and blamed his failure on a succession of now-famous wives. His one son was 
born sickly and could never begin to measure up to his father. Edward died in his youth. Ironically, Henry’s second daughter, by Anne Boleyn, the 
princess Elizabeth, was largely ignored in her youth by her ambitious father but she lived on to ultimately rescue the reputation of the Tudors and 
became arguably England’s greatest queen. As she grew up, her father grew out — became corpulent — and his arrogance turned into vengeful 
meanness. His spending also became flagrantly abusive to the treasury, to the point that he caused lead to be taken from windows and church 
roofs all over his realm, causing many to collapse. His action has come to be known to history as the dissolution of the monasteries, in part an act 
of vengeance against a church he came to despise when it would not relent to his wishes for repeated divorce. He gave ever greater power to his 
own cardinals, some of whom gained his grant to allow them to make coinage partly in their own names. He spent his realm nearly into poverty. 
By 1542, he had gone through almost all the fortune from his father’s treasury. He began to debase his money. The gold was less and less fine. The 
silver coinage finally was nothing but silver heavily laced with copper alloy, and his infamous Testoon of 1544-47 when slightly worn showed its 
base metal, causing both Henry and his coin to be disparagingly called Old Copper Nose. The previous glory of his nearly pure gold coins soon 
vanished, and so did many of the coins themselves, into the melting pot. The various issues of his Fine Sovereigns represent Henry Tudor’s finest 
fiscal and spiritual years. In this rift lay Henry’s greatest irony. Despite the fact that Henry would end up splitting from the Holy Catholic church 
at Rome, his massive gold sovereign boasts devoutness in its reverse legend, IAESUS AUTEM TRANSIENS PER MEDIUM ILLORUM IBAT, here 
on this coin written out in its entirety, boldly impressed, translating from Latin to mean “But Jesus, passing through the midst of them, went His 
way (Luke 4:30). If Henry saw himself as godlike and of divine choice, and there is strong evidence to support this concept, then the quotation 
from the Scriptures used on his coins takes on another meaning entirely after he distanced himself from the Catholic pope and his numberless 
followers. The church aside, King Henry gained more and more enemies and quiet dissenters, all afraid of him, and justifiably so. The last power- 
ful Tudor king had transformed his realm from the best of times in 1509 into the worst by 1547, when he died a despised and much-feared old 
man. Henry managed to distort himself, his money, and his kingdom into withered images of their former selves. His subjects, high and low, he 
inveigled with his debased money. Today, all of Henry VIII's early gold is fairly rare, and especially so his largest coin, the Sovereign. It offers 
its admirers a splendid image of a once powerful and vigorous monarch who commanded vast wealth and influence, as well as respect, when 
it dropped from the mint’s dies centuries ago. Somehow, it survived Henry’s greed. And it would be his rejected daughter’s task to restore the 
English money to its former grandeur — as represented by this magnificent coin.

On the reverse, Mills shows the 
regal crest with a squared shield, Hanover arms at center, crowned with a flowing mantle, and supported by a crowned lion and a unicorn shown 
in chains, under which are suspended the royal badges. The king’s titles continue from the obverse around the reverse shield. The raised rims are 
sharply squared off, with the edge unmarked. Mills signed his work on the neck line of the portrait in tiny raised letters. The famous Whiteaves 
attribution appears in similar raised lettering along the rim at the bottom of the reverse.

No mint name or mark is given on 
these coins but it is believed that the “heavy lions” were struck 
at Edinburgh and Perth in fair numbers for about 14 years. The 
Middle Ages was a time of silver coins dominating commerce 
throughout Europe and the British isles until the English king 
Edward III began striking gold mainly for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing trade with Flanders. Robert II in Scotland issued only silver. 
His eldest son, who had been born John, Earl of Carrick, and 
changed his name to Robert only upon his succession in 1390, 
began issuing his gold Lions almost immediately, having been 
impressed by certain French gold coins which he admired, the 
Ecus ala Couronne of the French king Charles VI. We see here, 
on the obverse, Robert’s name and titles surrounding a crowned 
shield within which appears a lion rampant, and on the reverse 
is shown Saint Andrew crucified upon a saltire cross with a large 
Lis on each side (homage to the French model?), along with an 
inscription in abbreviated Latin which means “Christ Rules, 
Christ Conquers, Christ Commands.” The imagery is a perfect 
summation of the medieval mind.

The Dale Sigler Collection of Ancient Coins 


A respected Hollywood cinematographer, the late Dale Sigler became interested in 
collecting Ancient Roman and Greek coins in the early 1960s. He enjoyed researching 
each new acquisition, as well as sharing his discoveries with his friends. He was a 
founding member of the Southern California Ancient Numismatic Society (SCANS) 
and was chosen as President of the organization. He was also a member of the Society 
of Ancient Numismatics (SAN) and was a regular contributor to the SAN journal. His

acquisitions came from his close friend and coin dealer, Harold Donald. 


The Kim Werner Collection of Ancient Greek Coins 


The late Kim Werner was born in Eau Claire, Wisconsin in 1944. He made a very 
successful career as a real estate attorney in Toledo, OH, which enabled him to pursue 


his passion for collecting across a broad spectrum. A lover of classical music, he 





assembled an impressive collection of antique sheet music, music boxes, and more than 
4,400 CDs. Antiquarian books, French and English art, and gemstones also numbered 
among his collecting interests. He retired 12 years ago, allowing him to devote his full 
time and energy to his collections. He became an expert in each field and was very 


discriminating in his acquisitions, which shows through clearly in his collection of ancient 





Greek coins. 


The JG Collection 


The consignor of The JG Collection grew up in the Midwest and began collecting when he was just 10, some 70 
years ago. His collection grew and grew, spreading from Unites States coins to Ancients, World, tokens, medals 
and other exonumia.

However, Epona, who was later 
worshipped throughout the Roman Empire, is usually shown in 
a less militant pose than seen here, so the figure may instead be 
Andarta, a Gallic war goddess later adopted by the Iceni in Britain 
as Andraste, and invoked by the warrior queen Boudica during her 
revolt against Rome.

Hieron II was a military adventurer who claimed descent from the 
Syracusan tyrant Gelon. He fell in with the army of Pyrrhus during 
his great Western expedition of 280 BC. When Pyrrhus pulled out 
of Syracuse in 275 BC, Hieron remained behind as commander of 
the garrison. He cannily married Philistis, daughter of a prominant 
Syracusan noble, and a major victory against the Mamertines 
in 270 BC convinced the grateful populace to name him King. 
He reigned for the next 55 years with strength, intelligence and 
justice, and Syracuse prospered. His coinage in bronze and silver is 
plentiful and is closely patterned on other Hellenistic coinages, par- 
ticularly that of the Ptolemaic Kingdom. His gold is quite rare and 
follows Syracusan tradition, with the wreathed head of Persphone 
on this lovely piece recalling the coinage of Agathocles.

This coin is a famous type featuring an elephant, the animal used 
by the great general Hannibal Barca to bring the Second Punic War 
over the Alps and into Rome's backyard, and a mysterious and quite 
distinctive laureate head. The head has been variously described in 
the literature as a depiction of Herakles-Melgqart, a Semitic deity 
inherited by the Carthaginians from their Tyrian mother city, or 
Hannibal in the guise of the god. Modern scholarship, which tends 
to be suspicious of early claims to see portraits in images of gods, 
tends to interpret the head as that of Herakles-Melqart. However, 
the distinct physiognomy of the nose and other facial features, as 
well as the sideburns, seem to suggest an attempt at portraiture. In 
such a case it is difficult to avoid the possibility that Hannibal is 
actually depicted here - remarkable considering that no other por- 
traits of the great Carthaginian general survive from his lifetime.

This exceedingly rare Archaic issue of the little-known Edones 
tribe in northern Macedon is remarkable on a number of levels. 
The Edones lived east of the Strymon River near Mount Pangaion 
and claimed descent from their founder Edonos, grandson of Ares. 
While their origins and early history remain shrouded in mystery, 
we do know they formed alliances with other Thraco-Macedonian 
tribes to preserve their identity against the encroaching Macedonian 
Kingdom to the south and Persian Empire to the East. The allies 
also adopted a regional coinage with a common weight standard 
and similar designs. This coin also marks the first time the word 
nomisma, or coin, was utilized in any form. All of these coins were 
considerably larger and heavier than other Greek and Persian 
denominations, pointing to the rich silver deposits in the region; 
in fact these Archaic coins could also be viewed as stamped silver 
ingots. All known coins of the Edones are in the name of King 
Getas, whom Kraay suggests is a “slightly younger contemporary of 
Alexander I of Macedon” (498-454 BC). Kraay also surmises that 
this exceedingly rare type, with a remarkable obverse inscription 
translating as “a coin of Getas, King of the Edonians,” is the earliest 
Edones coinage and was struck to pay Persian tribute between 513 
and 479 BC. The Decadrachm Hoard’s downdating of the Thraco- 
Macedonian octodrachm issues to after the battle of Plataea and 
the discovery of contemporary fractions have challenged this 
hypothesis. It is now believed Getas and other Thraco-Macedonian 
tribal “kings” struck their coins to assert their independence from 
the Macedonian Kingdom, which was moving to fill the vacuum in 
the region caused by the expulsion of the Persians.

Born ca. 359 BC, Arrhidaeus was the illegitimate son of Philip II, 
king of Macedon, by a Thessalian dancer. According to Plutarch, a 
poisoning attempt by Philip’s jealous wife Olympias left Arrhidaeus 
mentally retarded and subject to epileptic fits. When Alexander 
the Great died in Babylon in June, 323 BC, a council of generals 
met and determined that Arrhidaeus would be crowned as Philip 
III, and would reign jointly with the infant Alexander IV. However, 
neither had any real power, this being held by a succession of 
Macedonian generals. The new king proved as compliant and sim- 
ple-minded as the generals had hoped, but in 320 BC, Arrhidaeus 
married a niece of Philip II’s, Eurydice, who had more than enough 
ambition for the both of them. In 317 BC, she threw her support 
behind Cassander’s successful bid to replace Polyperchon as regent. 
Cassander, in turn, left her and Arrhidaeus in charge of Macedon 
while he went on campaign in Asia. Popyperchon joined forces with 
Alexander's mother Olympias and invaded Macedon. Eurydice and 
Philip raised an army to oppose them, but their soldiers refused to 
fight. Arrhidaeus and Eurydice were captured; Olympias ordered 
Arrhidaeus to be executed and compelled Eurydice to commit 
suicide.

The iconography of these coins is sometimes described, sensationally, 
as asatyr ravishing a nymph or with similar language that suggests 
struggle, sexual abduction, and violence. Given the centrality of 
the cult of Dionysus to the area, a more likely explanation is that 
the two mythological figures are engaged in a ritualistic Dionysian 
dance. Ann-Marie Knoblauch describes the satyr as embracing the 
nymph who raises her hand between the two of them, and though 
she doesn't willingly accept his sexual advances, she merrily dances 
along with him. The smile on the nymph of some early specimens 
and the nymph holding the satyr’s neck on the later varieties gives 
credence to such an interpretation.

There is still considerable controversy over whether Athens ever 
“officially” issued silver tetradrachms of silver-plated copper, or 
“fourrées.” The technique of silver-plating a copper coin was widely 
used by ancient forgers, but these coins were unofficial counter- 
feits and merchants often tested coins for purity with test punches 
and chop marks, commonly found on early Athenian “owl” tet- 
radrachms. In the latter years of the Peloponnesian War, Athens’ 
once bulging treasury emptied of silver and the government resort- 
ed to many expedients to stretch the money supply. In two plays he 
wrote at the turn of the fourth century, the playwright Aristophanes 
makes derogatory references to changes in the Athenian coinage 
and refers to the new coins as “redheads,” or “coppers.” Combined 
with hoard evidence that at least some plated owls are die-matched 
to official issues, some scholars have concluded that the Athenian 
government resorted to issuing plated coins as an emergency 
measure. Certainly plated “owls” are commonly found and many 
closely resemble contemporary “official” issues in style; however, 
the “owl” coinage was ubiquitous in the Greek world and widely 
imitated (see the following selection of imitative types) with both 
pure silver and fourrée issues. Though hardly definitive, the weight 
of evidence suggests that at least some plated tetradrachms were 
“officially” issued; most surviving examples, however, are probably 
contemporary counterfeits. The style and fabric of this piece would 
seem to indicate it is one of the official “emergency” issues.

According to legend, the Cretan artisan and scientist Deadalus 
built the Labyrinth on orders from King Minos, who needed a place 
to keep his wife Pasiphae’s monstrous son, the Minotaur. Pasiphae 
had fallen in love with a beautiful sacrificial bull and the half- 
man, half-bull Minotaur was the result of her cross-species passion. 
The Latin poet Ovid, drawing from tradition and oral history, 
said Deadalus built the Labyrinth so cunningly he nearly trapped 
himself within its winding passages. The Minotaur was placed at 
the center and Minos ordered that seven youths and seven maidens 
be sent by Athens, then subject to Crete, each year as a sacrifice 
offering to feed the beast. The Athenian hero Theseus volunteered 
as one of the victims and, with the help of Minos’ daughter Ariadne 
(depicted on the obverse of this piece), smuggled in a sword, which 
he used to slay the Minotaur, and a ball of twine to help him navi- 
gate the Labyrinth. The Labyrinth soon became the very symbol 
of Crete and is shown on the reverse of coins struck by Knossos, its 
largest city and Minos’ capital. Some coins show the Labyrinth in 
a circular form, while others, such as this early example, depict a 
series of interlocking meander patterns. Archaeologists have found 
considerable evidence that the Labyrinth was not entirely mythical. 
Sir Arthur Evans proposed that the huge, sprawling Minoan palace 
complex of Knossos would have been viewed as an inescapable 
maze by anyone from backwards mainland Greece; more recently, 
an underground warren of tunnels and caves, some natural and 
others man-made, has been explored under Gortyna, providing 
another strong candidate for the Minotaur’s home.

The iconography and dating of this coin type has been much 
debated by numismatists. The portrait is thought by some to depict 
the most realistic portrait of Alexander the Great on late posthu- 
mous Lysimachus-type staters and by others, such as SNG Cop., to 
depict what may be a portrait of Mithradates the Great instead 
of Alexander the Great. There's also debate over when and by 
whom this and similar Lysimachus-type staters from Istrus and 
Byzantium were minted. Some believe they were minted cay Brutus 
ca. 44-42 BC to pay mercenaries during the Roman civil war fol- 
lowing the assassination of Julius Caesar. Others believe they were 
minted earlier by Mithradates the Great, ca. 88-86 BC.

According to most experts, electrum coins with a blank (or typeless) 
obverse field represent the earliest attempt at coinage in Lydia and 
Ionia, dating to around 670-660 BC. This effort evolved into the 
invention of an obverse design, starting with simple striations, and 
the first true coin (see Heritage sale 3015, lot 23123). However our 
understanding of this series has recently been revolutionized by 
the the discovery, from a British collection, of an electrum blank 
hecte with an obverse Greek inscription, a great and significant 
surprise. A second similar example was found in a European collec- 
tion. Although superficially similar to other known “blank” issues, 
the edge of this hecte (and the similar known example) display at 
least two and possibly three letters — likely an A (alpha), an archaic 
squarish form of © (theta), and possibly an e (eta, lowercase). The 
interpretation suggests a connection to the famous “owl” coins 
of Athens, but the earliest “owls” appeared more than 130 years 
after the likely date of our hecte. More likely the letters represent 
an abbreviation of a personal name (such as the famous “Walwet” 
and “Phanes” EL coins of Lydia and Ionia) or possibly a dedicatory 
inscription to the goddess Athena. In any case what this humble 
electrum piece seems to represent is extremely significant: The first 
coin of any description to carry an inscription, likely struck at least 
35 years before the issues in the name of Phanes (ca. 625-610 BC) 
and Walwet (610-560 BC).

Despite being perhaps the worst of all Roman emperors, Caligula’s 
Roman Provincial coinage is interesting and attractive. As he had 
few, if any, real accomplishments to tout, his reverse types place 
great stress on his blue-blooded lineage. His detailed portrait on this 
rare tetradrachm of Antioch seems to hint at his cruel, capricious 
nature; the reverse depicts his mother, the firebrand Agrippina the 
Elder, wife of Germanicus, whose agitation against the regime of 
Tiberius earned her exile and death. One of Caligula’s early acts 
was to travel to the tiny island of Panditeria, where Agrippina had 
starved to death during her exile, and return to Rome with her 
ashes to be interred in the Augustan mausoleum.

L. Julius Caesar was one of the most prominent members of the 
gens Julii before the rise of his nephew, the Dictator Gaius Julius 
Caesar. He was governor of Macedonia in 94 BC and consul during 
the Social War, when he passed the basic law which offered Roman 
citizenship to the Italian allies. After his consulship he attained 
the pinnacle of the Roman Republic, the Censorship, and helped 
to enroll the first new Italic citizens enfranchised by his law. An 
opponent of Marius, he was killed on the latter’s return to Rome in 
87 BC. He was also grandfather of Mark Antony.

Although not listed as any great rarity, the denarius of C. Fundanius 
is surprisingly difficult to find in decent grade. This is frustrating 
to many collectors because it is the only Roman Republican issue 
to plausibly depict the great Roman general Gaius Marius, seven 
times Consul. The reverse depicts a Triumphator in his chariot; this 
could either be Marius or his colleague as consul, Quintus Lutatius 
Catullus, who were awarded a joint Triumph for the smashing 
Roman victories over the Cimbri and Tuetones in 102-101 BC. Since 
popular opinion at the time and modern historians give far more 
credit to Marius than Catullus for these victories, Marius is more 
than likely depicted on the coins of Fundanius.

Faustus Cornelius Sulla, son of the great Dictator Sulla, was a 
friend and partisan of Pompey the Great, having married Pompey’s 
daughter Pompeia. Sulla accompanied Pompey on many of his 
campaigns and was the first Roman over the walls of the Jerusalem 
temple when Pompey stormed it in 63 BC. The three trophies on the 
reverse of this denarius allude to Pompey’s military triumphs on 
three separate continents, Europe, Africa and Asia.

For two centuries, Rome had spurned the Hellenistic practice of 
placing the ruler’s portrait on the coin of the realm, much as they 
rejected the concept of kingship altogether. So early in 44 BC, many 
Romans must have been stunned to see the image of Julius Caesar, 
recently appointed dictator for an unprecedented fourth time, on 
circulating silver denarii. Like a profusion of other honors and 
titles, the right to place his image on coins had been bestowed on 
Caesar by the Roman Senate. Caesar’s enemies may have had an 
ulterior motive in approving the honor, as it almost certainly would 
fuel the growing suspicion that Caesar intended to name himself 
king of Rome. If this was the intent, it succeeded, for within three 
months a conspiracy had been formed and Caesar was duly assas- 
sinated at a meeting of the Senate on March 15, 44 BC.

This interesting reverse records the heady days when Augustus’ two 
stepsons, Tiberius and Drusus, began the Alpine campaign which 
aimed to bring all of Germany under Roman control. The scene 
depicted on the reverse above shows Drusus and Tiberius present- 
ing victory laurels to Augustus for subjugating the tribes occupying 
the foothills of the Alps. This was to be the staging ground for a 
gigantic flank attack that would conquer all of Germania to the 
Elbe and Weser Rivers. A series of campaigns by Drusus 12-9 BC 
seem to have accomplished this; however, the death of Drusus due 
to injuries suffered in a freak riding accident in September of 9 BC 
was a setback which cost the Romans dearly and eventually lost 
them control of “free Germany” east of the Rhine.

As the son of the great general Drusus and Antonia, niece of the 
emperor Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed well-posi- 
tioned for greatness when he was born at Lugdunum, Gaul in 10 
BC. But a serious childhood illness left him with a limp, a stammer, 
and other uncouth qualities that made him the black sheep of the 
Julio-Claudian dynasty. While these problems barred him from a 
political career, such exclusion also granted him immunity from 
the family’s murderous intrigues and he managed to survive the 
bloody reigns of his uncle Tiberius and nephew Caligula while 
most of his relations perished in unpleasant ways. Upon Caligula’s 
assassination in January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving 
Julio-Claudian male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard 
found him cowering behind a curtain in the palace, they immedi- 
ately acclaimed him as Emperor. Claudius astutely awarded the 
Praetorians a substantial bonus, and with 10,000 heavily armed 
soldiers backing him, he easily forced the Senate to accept him as 
the next princeps. Once installed in power, Claudius surprised 
everyone by ruling with intelligence and moderation. During his 
formative years, Claudius had devoted himself to scholarly studies 
and playing the “fly on the wall” in the halls of government, all 
of which served him well. In AD 43, he ordered the invasion and 
annexation of Britain, the first major addition of territory to the 
Empire since the days of Augustus. He chose provincial governors 
carefully and managed foreign relations with considerable skill. He 
erred only in his obsession with detail, his reliance on freedmen 
and cronies, and his atrocious taste in women. Messalina, his pro- 
miscuous third wife, ran wild as Empress and nearly brought down 
his regime with a sex-crazed conspiracy in AD 48. His next wife, 
Agrippina the Younger, used her wiles to enhance her own power 
and advance Nero, her son by a previous marriage, in the succes- 
sion arrangements. This done, she fed Claudius a dish of poisoned 
mushrooms in October, AD 54 and brought his 13-year reign to an 
end. Despite many missteps and his unsavory demise, Claudius 
had been a fairly successful ruler and his regime set a pattern for 
the Flavians and the reigns that followed. 


The unusual personification of Constantia (steadiness, courage, 
steadfastness) on the reverse of this beautiful gold aureus was first 
used on Claudius first gold coinage in AD 41 and revived in several 
subsequent years. It no doubt contrasts his even-handed rule with 
the capriciousness of his predecessor Caligula.

The Temple of Janus was one of the oldest structures in the Roman 
Forum. In keeping with the spirit of Janus, the two-faced god, the 
temple had large doors on two opposing sides. According to tradi- 
tion, the doors were kept open in wartime and closed during times 
of peace. The closing of the Temple doors was a rare event, even 
during the Pax Romana. In AD 66, having recently concluded a 
favorable peace treaty with Parthia, Nero closed the doors with 
great fanfare and marked the occasion on his coinage.

The IVDAEA CAPTA coinage series was the broadest and most 
diverse issue of coins celebrating a Roman victory issued up to 
that time, comprising coins of every metal, denomination, and 
mint.

The elder son of Vespasian, Titus Flavius Vespasianus was born 
in AD 41 in a disreputable quarter of Rome and seemed marked 
out for the life of an upper middle-class civil servant. He distin- 
guished himself as a military tribune in Britain and Germany 
before becoming his father’s second in command for the Judaean 
campaign of AD 66-69. With his father’s bid for empire successful, 
Titus took over direction of the Judaean war, which culminated in 
the storming of Jerusalem in AD 70. Returning to Rome, Titus was 
granted a stupendous triumph. When Vespasian died in AD 79 
and Titus was proclaimed emperor, he soon emerged as an uncom- 
a , monly benevolent and conscientious ruler.

While not usually included in the Judaea Capta series of coinage, 
the “Victory of the Augustus” proclaimed on the reverse of this 
splendid aureus can be none other than the costly triumph over 
Judaean rebels in the First Jewish War. In fact Titus is shown still 
wearing his light “campaign beard” as though he'd just returned 
from the field. The triumphal procession for the campaign had 
taken place in AD 71, the year previous to this coin being struck. 
However, a small band of Jewish rebels held out in the fortress of 
Masada until AD 73, when the general Flavius Silva finally took 
the stronghold only to find that its defenders had committed mass 
suicide.

Marcus Ulpius Trajanus is widely hailed as one of the greatest of 
all Roman emperors. His 19-year reign was marked by military 
exploits that pushed the Roman Empire to its greatest extent, by 
judicious good government that extended a helping hand to the 
lowest classes of society, and by friendly relations with the Senate 
which set the tone for the next three reigns. Indeed, the perception 
of the second century AD as a second Roman Golden Age owes a 
great deal to the personal qualities and foresight of Trajan himself. 
This stunning gold aureus, struck during Trajan’s Parthian cam- 
paign in AD 113-114, depicts the emperor wearing the armor of a 
general. The reverse refers to his anticipated “Fortunate Return” 
from the field. However, Trajan was destined to die in the East as 
the exertions of his reign finally caught up to him.

Trajan excelled in civilian government, where he showed a sound 
paternalism and understood the importance of public works. But 
he was a warrior first and foremost. His conquest of Dacia in AD 
102-105 can still be followed on the spiral reliefs of Trajan’s Column, 
seen on this spectacular denarius. The difficult conquest brought 
an enormous windfall of plunder into the Roman economy and 
made possible the construction of his enormous new Forum, where 
Trajan’s Column was erected and still stands.

This is the first appearance on a coin of Britannia, the personifica- 
tion for the province of Roman Britain.

This aureus presents us with a splendid image of one of Rome’s 
most dissolute rulers, Commodus, who is credited by Edward 
Gibbon with nearly single-handedly instigating the Fall of the 
Roman Empire. He was not alone in this assessment: The Roman 
historian Dio Cassius said the accession of Commodus marked the 
Empire's descent “from a kingdom of gold to one of iron and rust.” 
Certainly other factors were at work, but Commodus’ own personal 
qualities, a strange mixture of indolence and megalomania, played 
a crucial role in this decline. The polar opposite of his reserved, 
dutiful father, Commodus indulged his every whim while leaving 
the administration of Rome to a succession of corrupt favorites. 
After the execution of his last such vizier in AD 190, he lost all sense 
of control and launched a nonstop orgy of self-indulgence which 
all but bankrupted the Empire. His assassination on New Year's 
Day, 192 opened a Pandora’s Box of Civil War from which the 
Empire never fully recovered. Nevertheless, Roman art reached an 
astounding peak during this era, as witnessed by the many baroque 
portraits of Commodus and his often beautiful coinage, as seen 
here.

Originally a pastoral valley between Rome's Aventine and Palatine 
Hills, the Circus Maximus became a racetrack and staging ground 
for public spectacles soon after Rome's founding circa 753 BC. A 
long oval track evolved, wide enough to accommodate four quad- 
rigas running abreast. By the third century BC the central spina 
was in place, a set of starting gates had been added and wooden 
bleachers were erected partially around its 4,400-foot circuit. 
Julius Caesar rebuilt the lower tiers in stone and added an upper 
deck in wood. Pliny claimed the Circus could now accommodate 
250,000 spectators but modern estimates top out at 150,000. At 
great expense, Augustus brought a towering Egyptian obelisk from 
Hieropolis and placed it at the center of the spina; he also added a 
high dais called a pulvinar for where the Imperial family could view 
the proceedings. A veritable city grew up around the Circus, includ- 
ing food stalls, shops, stables and housing; however the ramshackle 
wooden bleachers continued to represent a fire hazard until Trajan 
rebuilt the whole structure in stone circa AD 105-110. This remark- 
able coin, struck circa AD 213, shows the Circus in its final form, 
with an extensive rebuilding of the starting gate area undertaken in 
Caracalla’s reign.

The reign of Severus Alexander presents the last relatively tranquil 
interlude before the mid-third century storm swept away the Pax 
Romana. He was born Marcus Julius Gessius Bassianus Alexianus 
in AD 208 into a clan of Syrian nobility from the caravan city of 
Emesa. His maternal grand-aunt, Julia Domna, was married to the 
Emperor Septimius Severus, making him part of an Imperial family 
that was largely dominated by a clique of strong-minded and clever 
women, all named Julia. His grandmother Julia Maesa engineered 
the Severan dynasty’s return to power in AD 218 by fomenting the 
military coup that placed Alexander's cousin Varius Avitus, known 
to history as Elagabalus, on the throne. Once ensconced in Rome, 
however, Elagabalus’ behavior grew ever more erratic and outra- 
geous. Fearing for the dynasty’s future, Maesa in AD 222 engineered 
the murder of Elagabalus and his replacement by her other, more 
docile grandson, Alexander. Handsome and affable, the youth 
was really never more than a figurehead ruler, first for Maesa and 
then, after her death in AD 225/6, for his mother Julia Mamaea. 
As long as the Empire remained at peace, the arrangement worked 
relatively well; the government functioned smoothly and pros- 
perity reigned. Starting in AD 230, Roman Empire came under 
attack on two fronts— from Persia in the East and by the German 
tribes along the Rhine frontier, a foretaste of the decades to come. 
Alexander managed to check the Persian offensive, but the loss of a 
large Roman army exposed the regime’s military ineptitude. When 
his mother tried to buy peace from the Germans rather than fight, 
his outraged soldiers rebelled and murdered them both, launching 
40 years of Great Anarchy that nearly destroyed the Empire. Later 
generations would view Alexander's reign as the last episode of a 
Golden Age and gave him all the attributes of an Ideal Prince. 


This rare and beautiful gold aureus was struck at the outset of 
Alexander's reign and shows him as a smooth-faced youth of 14. 
The reverse celebrates “Eternal Peace” throughout the Empire, 
which, alas, proved all too short-lived.

Liberalitas, the Roman personification of Imperial generosity, is 
shown here holding her identifying attributes — an object usually 
described as an abacus (for cointing coins?) and a cornucopia, 
symbol of plenty. An alternative view is that the shovel-shaped 
object is a scoop for distributing coins during a congiarium, a 
ceremony in which the Emperor hands out largesse to the civilian 
populace. The equivalent military ceremony is called a donativum. 
The exact amount distributed on these occasions has been docu- 
mented for a number of rulers: Trajan is said to have handed out 75 
silver denarii per citizen at his first congiarium.

Maximinus II Daia (or Daza), the nephew of Galerius, was serving 
in the imperial bodyguard in AD 305 when his uncle plucked 
him from obscurity and elevated him to the rank of Caesar in the 
Second Tetrarchy. Once established in power in his territories 
of Egypt and Syria, Daza seems not to have impressed his uncle 
greatly, for he was passed over for promotion twice in the chaotic 
years AD 306-309. In 310, he took matters into his own hands 
by having his troops proclaim him Augustus, setting him against 
four other Augusti (Galerius, Licinius, Constantine and the rebel 
Maxentius) and making a shambles of Diocletian’s carefully con- 
structed tetrarchic system. After Galerius’ death in 311, Daza cast 
himself in his uncle’s mold as the defender of paganism and a per- 
secutor of Christianity, placing him in opposition to Constantine 
and Licinius, who favored religious toleration. After Constantine 
crushed Maxentius in 312, Daza attempted to do the same to 
Licinius, invading Thrace the following year with a sizeable force 
of 70,000. But his long forced marches exhausted his troops and 
the outnumbered army of Licinius won a resounding victory at the 
Battle of Tzirallum in AD 313. Daza fled the field dressed as a 
slave, but soon died either of disease or by his own hand. His rule 
had been harsh and his subjects welcomed Licinius as a liberator. 
Christians in particular reviled Daia as the last great Roman per- 
secutor. This extremely rare argenteus, probably issued to mark the 
elevation of Maximinus II as Caesar, was struck at the Balkan mint 
of Serdica. Until recently, only a single specimen was known. RIC 
associates this issue with argentei of Severus II as Augustus (RIC 
21), dated AD 306-307, but it now seems more likely the coin was 
struck a few months earlier, at the same time as the recently discov- 
ered argentei of Severus II as Caesar to mark the commencement of 
the Second Tetrarchy.

The last truly great Emperor of the West, Valentinian I was born 
in AD 321 to a Pannonian peasant who rose through army ranks 
to become a general. He received a solid education and followed his 
father into the army, becoming a cavalry officer and winning dis- 
tinction under Constantius II. His Christianity, however, alienated 
him from the pagan Julian II, and he was demoted and banished 
to Egypt in the early 360s. After Julian’s defeat and death in Persia 
in AD 363, his successor Jovian recalled Valentinian and placed 
him in command of the elite Scholarian Guard. Upon Jovian’s 
death only a few months later, leaders of the Roman army met and 
deliberated for ten days before proclaiming Valentinian emperor 
on February 25, AD 364. With the army deeply divided between 
regional factions, Valentinian appointed his younger brother Valens 
co-emperor and placed him in charge of the East, while Valentinian 
himself took command of the more seriously threatened West. 
Valentinian made Milan his provisional capital but spent most 
of his time on the German frontier strengthening fortifications 
and battering barbarian tribes into submission. Concerned that 
the burden of taxation was falling too heavily upon the poor, he 
appointed officers called “Protectors of the People” who made sure 
the rich paid their fair share. Though the Senatorial class deeply 
resented him as an uncultured brute, Valentinian possessed a firm 
understanding of administration as well as an appreciation for art 
and literature. He also followed a policy of strict religious tolerance, 
unlike rulers before and after him. He did, however, have a fero- 
cious temper and kept a trained bear which he employed to maul 
those who greatly displeased him. After eleven successful years of 
rule, Valentinian’s temper got the better of him during an audience 
with several Germanic chieftains in November AD 375. When they 
failed to show him proper respect, the emperor flew into a rage and 
suffered an apoplectic stroke. His death proved a great tragedy for 
the Empire, as a man of his skill and energy might have averted the 
catastrophes that soon followed.

The career of Justin I shows the remarkable social mobility possible 
in the Late Roman Empire. Starting out adult life as a swineherd 
of rough Thraco-Roman stock, Justin fled to Constantinople when 
a barbarian invasion wiped out his flocks. He entered the army, 
rose through the ranks and became commander of the Emperor 
Anastasius’ palace guard. Upon Anastasius’ death in 518, Justin 
was chosen as his successor by the army and Senate, even though 
he was illiterate and of low birth. He soon adopted his clever and 
industrious nephew, Flavius Petrus Sabbatius, as his son and 
chief advisor, giving him the name Justinian. Some historians 
assert Justin was little more than a figurehead for Justinian, the 
real power behind the throne. In AD 525, Justin issued an edict 
repealing a law prohibiting men of the senatorial class from mar- 
rying commoners, particularly women of the theater, thus paving 
the way for Justinian to marry the actress Theodora. With his 
health failing, Justin in April of AD 527 made Justinian co-emperor 
and issued coins celebrating the joint reign. Justin died in August, 
and his nephew commenced on a momentous reign that brought 
Byzantium to the height of its splendor.

This final issue of the “three kings” solidus type begun by Heraclius 
appears to have been struck during the brief reign of his son 
Heraclonas, February-September AD 641. Heraclonas had been 
favored by the Empress Martina marked out as senior Augustus, 
along with his brother Constantine III. But the mysterious death of 
Constantine in May of 641 led to suspicions he had been poisoned 
by Heraclonas and Martina. Both were overthrown and mutilated;

This issue of Justinian II is the first coin of any kind to bear an 
actual portrait of Christ. Remarkably, even at this relatively early 
stage of Christianity, the iconography of Christ is relatively fixed— 
he is shown bearded, with long, straight, flowing hair, holding a 
jeweled book of the Gospels in his left arm and raising his right 
hand in a sign of benediction. In the coinage of Justinian’s second 
reign (AD 705-710), the depiction is quite different, with short, 
curly hair and more Semitic features (see lot 25330). Justinian’s 
immediate successors did not repeat the experiment in sacramen- 
tal portraiture, but after the fall of Iconoclasm in the early ninth 
century the depiction of Christ on coinage resumed, becoming the 
most prevalent obverse type through the fall of Byzantium in 1453.

Justinian II's rule of his Italian provinces was every bit as des- 
potic and capricious as his reign of terror in Constantinople. In 
692, during his first reign, he had assembled the Council of Trullo, 
packed it with suppliant Eastern bishops, and directed it to draw 
up a series of harshly repressive measures outlawing many of the 
festivals and rituals used by the Western Church. Pope Sergius I 
refused to back many of its canons and Justinian sent an army to 
Rome to arrest him. The Papal guards and local militia rallied to 
his cause, however, and Sergius escaped punishment, only to die 
of natural causes in AD 701. During Justinian’s bloody second 
reign, he ordered a punitive expedition against Italy in AD 709 
to punish Ravenna and Rome for their resistance. This time the 
new Pope, Constantine, forestalled further bloodshed by travel- 
ing to Constantinople and appealing to the emperor in person. 
Justinian seems to have had a sudden change of heart and greeted 
the Pope warmly. Emperor and Pope arrived at a surprisingly 
even-handed compromise over the Council of Trullo, allowing the 
Western church to retain many of its practices. Alas, both men 
would soon be dead— Justinian was overthrown the following year 
and Constantine was murdered by mutinous troops in November 
711. By Justinian’s second reign, much of Italy had been wrested 
from Byzantine control by the Lombards. A few Imperial enclaves 
hung on, mainly Rome and Ravenna, although both were effectively 
autonomous. This remarkable gold solidus, probably struck at 
Rome but possibly at Ravenna, conforms to the revolutionary types 
adopted by Justinian II in Constantinople, showing Christ with a 
head of short, curly hair and a close-cropped beard, much different 
from the traditional portrait. It may have been influenced by the 
so-called Mandylion, a miraculous portrait of Christ dating from 
his lifetime.

Irene was a legendary beauty from Athens who married the 
Emperor Leo IV and soon came to dominate domestic affairs in 
his government. When Leo died in 780, Irene ruled as regent for 
her adolescent son Constantine VI. Though the Isaurian dynasty 
had initiated iconoclasm and vigorously attacked the use of sacred 
images, Irene called a church council at Nicea in 787 that declared 
iconoclasm to be heretical. This won her enemies in the army, 
which was heavily iconoclast, and in 790 she was temporarily 
ousted in a coup led by her now 20-year-old son. But he showed no 
talent for ruling and recalled her two years later. After Constantine 
embarrassed the regime with a series of military blunders and 
public scandals, Irene had him ousted and blinded in 797, seizing 
sole power for herself. This coin was struck during the period 
between her recall by Constantine and the beginning of her sole 
rule.
